Following $3.1 Million in Budget Cuts, Schools 
Stress Importance of Community Support 


Despite $3.1 million in budget cuts 
recently approved by the Romulus Board 
of Education, the district's nationally 
recognized technology program, up- 
graded building and sports facilities, 
and award-winning education programs 
remain substantially intact ... for now. 
But officials are warning that if residents 
don't rally to support the district, dire 
consequences for the entire community 
will result. 

"The future of the entire Romulus 
educational community will depend on 
Romulus residents understanding the 
current school financial environment in 
Michigan," says an "open letter" in Per- 
spective, the district's official newspa- 
per, which will arrive in residents' mail- 
boxes in the coming week. "Residents 
will have to make important decisions to 


help protect property values in Romulus 
and the jobs of over 350 residents who 
work for the Romulus Community 
Schools." 

According to the letter — signed by 
superintendent Joel R. Carr and Board 
of Education president April Frayer — 
the district's budget woes stem from two 
major sources: inadequate per-pupil 
funding from the State, and declining 
enrollment. 

"The Romulus Community Schools 
receive approximately $8,500 for each 
student in the district. ... [Unfortunately, 
costs] will rise approximately $400 per 
student next year, and the State is pro- 
posing only a $200 increase in the stu- 
dent foundation grant." 

Of the estimated $400-per-student

"We have an outstanding 
school system, and have won nu- 
merous awards over the past few 
years," he said. "We have one 
computer for every two children, 
outstanding facilities, and an ar- 
rangement with the Boys & Girls 
Club that provides child care until 
8:30 each evening. 

"Our neighbors, who cannot 
match our programs and facilities, 
continually try to pass bond pro- 
grams, and are not successful," 
he added.

cost increase, more than 80% is attrib- 
utable to personnel, including $140 in 
teacher contract steps, $80 in health- 
care insurance, and $110in state retire- 


ment. Much of the remainder is due to: 


skyrocketing utility rates and transpor- 
tation costs. 

Since about 4,300 students attend 
Romulus schools, a $200-per-student 
funding shortfall will mean a deficit of 
$860,000 forthe 2006-2007 school year. 
Of course, if enrollment-continues to 
decline, as it did last year, the potential 
deficit will be much greater. - 

"The district had been increasing 
enrollment by about 100 students over 
the past few years, but saw a decline of 
70 students this year," wrote ‘Carr and 
Frayer. "This resulted i in an additional 
loss of $595,000. {- Y 

“Rornulus residents willhaveto send 
their children to Romulus schools, and 


notto neighboring school districts," they - 


dent chooses to send a child to another 
school system, the resident raises the 
property values of that school district, 
proportionately lowers Romulus proper- 
ty values, and seriously endangers the 
job of a neighbor." 

Because many people don't realize 
the consequences of sending their chil- 
dren to other school districts, Carr and 
Frayer are urging residents to discuss 
the matter with friends, neighbors, and 
relatives.
